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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the decision on January 26, 2009 rendered by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 through 26 are allowed. 

Ex Parte Quayle 

3. This application is thus in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

(A) The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: "Control to 304" in step 332 in 
Figure 15 and "Control to 308" in step 378 in Figure 18 do not make sense as written and appear to be 
typographical errors which should be replaced by "Return to 304" and "Return to 308", respectively. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).
